On Sept. 11, last, a stonecutter 
; threw a bomb at Mussolini’s auto- 
|mobile in Rome. It struck a win- 
dow of the car, but fell to the 
ground before it exploded. 

On April 7, just before Musso- 
lini’s departure for Tripoli, Miss 
Violet Gibson, an Englishwoman, 
fired a shot which caused a slight 
injury to the tip of Mussolini's 
nose. The attack was made when 
the Premier ‘was leaving a session 
| of the congress of surgeons’ in 
Rome. Miss Gibson has since been 
declared insane by medical experts 
testifying at her trial. 

An attempt in November, 1925, 
Was frustrated when the police dis- 
covered a plot to assassinate him 
by the former Socialist Deputy, 
Zaniboni, on Italy’s Armistice day, 
as the Premier was on his way to 
make a speech from his residence. 
Zaniboni was found concealed in a 
nearby hotel with a high-powered 
rifle fitted with telescopic sights, 
and set up in direct line with the 
balcony where Mussolini 
stand. 

Of the two other attempts on the 
life of Mussolini, no details were 
made public. One of these attacks 
was said to have been carried out, 
but without effect, by -a_ royal 
guard at Chigi Palace, in 1923, and 
the other, in 1924, 
reported to have been shot at while 
traveling by motor car from an out- 
lying city to Rome. 

“Nothing Can Happen Before Task

FORLI, Italy, Nov. 1.—‘‘Nothing 
can happen to me before my task 
is done.”’ 

This was Mussolinl’s assurance 
today to the Fascists of Italy, fol- 
lowing the attempt on his life at 
Belogna. It was contained in a 
message sent after his arrival at 
his home here, to Deputy Leandro 
Arpinati, Chief of the Bologna Fas- 
cists. The message read: 

“T wish to renew the sentiments 
of my joy and my commendation 
for the unforgettable manifestation 


logna, known always for the 
height of its traditions and the 
gloriousness of the work it has ac- 
complished for the future, 

“It, with the Fascism of Padua, 
is truly the architrave of Italian 
Fascism. I shall never forget the 
spectacle at the Littoriale.

Personalities were injected into the present campaign when, at the very first meeting of Republicans, held in 
Jefferson City on September 15, a speaker in the presence cf the Republican candidate for the United States Senate 
launched into a personal attack upon the personal affairs of Congressman Harry B. Hawes. _I shall not discuss 


the character of that attack.

During his primary campaign Mr. Hawes engaged in no personalities, and yet I might point out that his pres- 
ent opponent, in the last hours of his own primary contest, while speaking to a Saint Louis audience exhibited 
a scar upon his cheek which he led his hearers to believe was received under conditions for the responsibility of 
which his present opponent was charged. That such attacks should open the door to endless personalities is 
manifest, and the responsibility for such attacks is definitely located. 
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Harry B. Hawes is my friend. Iam familiar with his personal life and his public record. I know him inti- 
mately, and I am acquainted with his ideals and his principles. I know of no other way to place this knowledge 
before my fellow citizens than by the means which I have adopted. 
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It will be noted that in all the assaults made upon Mr. Hawes not a single doubt has been cast upon his hon- 
esty or integrity, and no word has been uttered against his magnificent record as a member of the Missouri Leg- 
islature or as a Congressman from Saint Louis for six years. 
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I believe you know that record. His constructive policies and his devotion to sound, sane, business-like 
methods in dealing with State and National Legislation have been the admiration of his fellow citizens during 
his entire public career. For more than a quarter of a century he has been identified with every civic movement 
of importance in his city and his state.

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About ten days after my first election as Mayor, I called Mr. Hawes to my office and told him that although 
I had been elected independent of promises and under obligation to no one, that I fully recognized his leadership 
and that I desired to be grateful. I asked him what he wanted from me. Mr. Hawes replied: “Mr. Mayor, I 
only want you to make your administration a success”. 


I cannot say more of the character of the man. I dosay, to those who now go back twenty-five years and 
attack Mr. Hawes and assert that he did not stand for law and order and good government, that their criticism 
is not only inopportune but malicious and misleading.
